Since leftist crgarizations support the wages. 
prices, profit system of capitaiiam, degrees of 
leftism, or ome party being further left than 
anotber (whatever that may 72an) does not desig- 
nate it as being more Socialist. Socialism means 
the ending of the class division of owners and 
nan-ueaners of the means of life. 


About the ‘spiritual tolerance” of the Conmunist 
Party of Canads (Marxist-Leninist). Marx and kn- 
gels insisted in 188 in the Conmunist Manifesto 
that the "Proletarian movment is t se lfan- 
suious, independent movement of the immense majo- 
rity un Che interest of the wunmense majority.’

We drm't tell people Socialism is an upinion, be- 
cause the evidence shows it to be a sctence. And 
we would hardly be noticed among the crowds of 
prominent scademics who are now telling the sor- 
kers via the busses’ mass media that Sucialism is 
about "...bew the wealth of the country should be 
divided." 


If it is true that "... we distribute wealth by 
eeans of money...' we wait for new evidence never 
available tu u.. Existing prouf shows the mass 
of wealth is owned and controlled by # small 
minority in al] «wuntries. What results fram the 
capitalist productive process is that existing 
capital is expanded. The majority, the workers. 
receive wagns, harely cnough to renew the energy 
required to pruodiice more for the rich. Which 
points to th muney ccamudity’s function as being 
armerv ovdium of exctange and a measure of value 
of other commodities, required for the profit 
mking econaumc prooces. 

In addition to Marx never advocating reforms to 
Capitaligm as the path to Socialism/Commmism, he 
did not satbscribe to the capitalist syth that 
mmocy is a mans of distributing wealth. Soci a- 
list society will be moneyless because al! people 
wilL.bave free access Co what they have socially 
produced uccording to their requirements. 

Talking is effective political action; just watch 
the representatives of the capitalist class. moat 
of whom are refomers. The real Marxists do the 
sam, for th: workerr' cause, while we have no 
choice but to tolerate your system, for the tire 
being.

Marx did not control Europe in 1840 or thereafter, 
nor was that the pgurpose for which he and Engels 
wrote the Cumunist Manifesto.

They analyzed 
capitalism and wrote to explain its nature to the 
world's workers so they could free themselves 
from wage-eslavery and the rest of capitalism's 
a.ti-eocial cunssquences.

wiehful thinking. In asking for help for yourself, prayer 
may de a form of auto suggestion. 


The priests, as would be expected were net alow

@ poor man to part with his savings, as well as UR 
rich to give large sums of money to the church (te 
lnisiness institution of the priests) to have prayers sax 
for then 

The priests are professional praver sayers, they often 
learn Satin (one of the chief languages of (rod) for that 
purpose. How God can understand millions of prayen 
uttered at the same time in several diferent languages 
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It is one thing to read Trotakyist literature. 
about the, ‘‘workers' state,’ and voting for the 
NOP as a slow, painful way of discovering that 
Socia] Democratic parties are not the anewer to 
working class problem. It was quite another 
matter to confrint a Trotakyist in the flesh. 


The mention of Leon Trotsky being in conmand of 
the Bolsh-vik government forces that gunned dow 
8,000 wrtwns during the Kronstadt revolt for 
free woviets for candidates of all parties had 
Jittle visible effect on him.
